
Where Are the Jobs? Record Unemployment 

Causes Record Unemployment Tax Hikes

Dear Republican Colleague: 

  

The fact that 10% of workers in the U.S. are unemployed is more than an abstraction. Millions of 

Americans -- mothers and fathers, older workers, new grads, and returning veterans, among 

others -- are without work, with a record 12 million currently collecting unemployment insurance 

(UI) checks instead of paychecks.  

  

Somehow those millions of UI checks have to be paid for. While the Federal government is 

simply borrowing tens of billions of dollars from our children to pay its promised “extended 

benefits,” most States have to raise payroll taxes on jobs to support their UI costs. How high are 

the tax hikes? Over 1000% in Hawaii, and over 100% in seven other States (Alabama, 

Florida, Idaho, Kansas, Maryland, Nebraska, and South Dakota), as shown in the table 

below copied from a January 19, 2010 USA Today article. That article summarizes, regarding 

State unemployment payroll taxes, “In 2009, the average business owner paid $95 per employee. 

This year, the tax will be $171.” That’s an average jump of 80% in one year. And this is just 

the start, with literally years of further tax hikes ahead. 

  

In the coming weeks, I will provide you additional information about how the failure of 

Democrat stimulus policy to create jobs is already forcing massive immediate and ongoing tax 

hikes.
